Pon the difloyall Oppoſition maintai- 
ned againſt His Majeſty at Hull, and 
ſome pzrricular Intimations from the 
Lord w:4oughly of Parrham to the 
Chiefe and Petty Conſtables within - 
their ſeverall ceviſions, of certaine Troopes of 
Horle likely to come out of the South, ts be quar- 
tered about Lircolne (with other concurring pre- 
ſumpt'on-) ir was 2pprehended'by thoſe of quick- 
eft infight 1nto publique Aﬀeaires) that our County 
(in theſe diſtrated Times) was likely to prove the 
Srage of ſome diſmall Tragedy (the ſeat of a de- 
plored Warre.) Wheteupon the prudence, and 
providence of ſome(whoſe AﬀeCtions and Zeale to 
Publique good, have Merited worthily of the 
Country, and therein alſo of the whole Kirgdome) 
were awakened tro crdeayour his Majeſties Viſit of 
this County, a hop<full meanes to prevent that 
miſcry. His Majeſty (wholy intent upon the Peo- 
p'es ſafety) was graciouſly pleaſed to come amongſt 
us 3 and how thoſe Clouds of our fears leflen, and 
what tranſcendent expreſſions of Juftice,Mercy,and 
ProteQtion He gave to us? His Majefties Speech

eed not ſpeak (what many have already divulg'd) 
That Lincolnſhire ſhould be one of the leading 
Preſidents of conformity and obedience, to the Or- 
dinance conccrning the 44417t:e, but 'tis rkought 
rwedneſdaies Work will beget a better beliefe. True 
it i*, His Mijeſties Reſolution for Lencolne come 
ming {uddenty, and the Summons to the Knights, 
Gentlemen, and Freet.older:, rot di'perſed very 
ſpeedily, a ſlender 2ppezrarce (under roſe diſad- 
vantzge<) had been cx-uſeable : But to the glory of 
GoJ, che Honour of His Anrointed, the Credir of 
our Religion, and preofe of our Loyalty, I write 
(and thouſands will atteſt) ir, there ws never a 
more joyſull, unanimous, orderly Confluence at 
any time, upon any occaſion, belore 2ny preſence. 
There hath beene much ſpeech of the fixty rhou- 
ſands in Yorkſhire, and ſurely (ſo far as the view,and 
Judgement of the Fic}d led me) we yeelded not 
much in rumber, and nothirg in weight. For foure 
Miles the way was 2 Thronz, which received our 
Soveraigre all along, wirh (ach Peales of Showt*, 


and vocall Acclamations (:A King, eA King, eA 


Kirg) as aboundantly reſtified che Joy, and Loyal- 
ty of our Hearts, a'l our Bodies animated as it 
were wirh ore Soutc, willing, if poſſible (ina Voice 
to our dread Soveraign) to hive breathed it ont In. | 
gratulations. The Gentry (not ſar1+ fied wich ſound) 
all drew tlieir Siyords, ready to plead His Maijc ties

Rights (in a Loyall Adherency to Him, in"the way: 
of His gracious Speech, and Declarations) witi1 
the utmoſt hazards. The Clergy (computed be- 
tween t yo and three Eundred) Eccl ocd out, and re- 
doubled their gr-tulatory S:jutations (Vivat Rex) 
with ſuch a p'eafingrefle and content to His Maje- 
ſty, as He vouchlatel a Princelv Recognition of 
their Dutiſuil Expreſſions. His Highneſſe paſſing 
tkrough this Gu-rd (the many thovlands ſpecified) 
and deſirous to revive the Lopes of our Happineſle, 
with His Sp-ech as well as preſcnce, prepar'd one 
for that purpoſe ; which being bruited (as is now 
commonly diſperſed) His Mjefty commonded Sir 
John Monſon to Reade to us in His owne Preſerce, 
an everlaſting Witrefle of His gracious Good- 
reſſe) which envy will never Staine, r.or time Pe- 
riſh. Onething (by the wav) won'd rot be filen- 
ced, That in this great concourſe, rbere was not ob- 
ſerved a Papiſt of anv rote, within this whFole 
County that waited on Him, rhe common Blurre 
wherewith many Malignants too boldly tcardall, 
and aſperſe Him. The Country wirh a TL oyall vio- 
lence thus purſuing him : The City (pregn?nt wirh 
like joyfull corccprions) was delivered of hi Con- 
gratulations by the Recorder (che proper Orgin for 
thoſe Conveyances) who m2y wel! beore a part in 
this rare Confort,whereto His Majeſty Ex Tempore, 
made a gratious anſwer to every. Branch. The 
whole Corporation awaited with a full Apn-a- 
rance of their train'4 Band*, and all other poſlible 
ſolemniry they con!d cxprefle, uron fo ſhort a no- 
tice : Infomuch, That many thinke Wedneſday was

the Funerall of the New 44:1:t14 + if fo, cettaine'y 
ir had an Honorable Entertainment : But I had ra- 
thef obſerve, then calculate. Yeſtersay the Prime 
Gentry of our County preſented an humble Petiti- 
onto His Majeſty, by the Hand of the rihht Hono- 
rable the Lord #idoxghty of Erſeby, which found 2 
molt gracious exceptance, and received a ro leſſe 
rc10us anſwer + That for His Perſon, Crowne, 
ſtare, or Poſterity, He neither expe&ed, nor deſi- 
red their, nor any of His Subjects aſſiſtance, longer 
then he ſhould prote@ them,their Religion, Lawes, 
Intereſts and juſt Rights of Parliament. In which 
C-ſes,L et the Tongue cleave to the Roofe of that 
Month that ſpeaks, and the Hand wither from that 
Arme, that moves againſt Him. There is a Pe- 
r'tion preprr'd to be preſented ro the Honorable 
Houſe of Commons, already Subſcribed by the 
Chiefe Brronets, Knights, Eſquires,Gentlemen,and 
Clergy of the County, and is to be atteſted (with 
all ſpced and conveniency) by the concurrent Free- 
holders, which done, lt will zppeare to be the ſenſe 
of the whole County, as a Letter to Maſter Spes- 
ter plainely intimates, which for the Readers bct- 
ter {-ti>fa&tion, ſhall be forthwith Publiſhed.
